THE UN DEPUTY HEAD FOR PEACEKEEPING, MR. IQBAL RIZA, 
YESTERDAY MET WITH GOVERNMENT MILITARY LEADERS IN KIGALI. 
HE PLANS TO TRAVEL TO GITARAMA TODAY TO MEET WITH 
GOVERNMENT LEADERS THERE. 

THE UN IS COLLECTING RESPONSES TO ITS CALL FOR TROOPS FOR 
AN EXPANDED UNAMIR FORCE. SEVERAL COUNTRIES, INCLUDING 
GHANA, ETHIOPIA, AND SENEGAL, HAVE RESPONDED POSITIVELY, 
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BUT THE NUMBERS AND TYPES OF TROOPS HAVE NOT BEEN 
CONFIRMED. SOME NON-AFRICAN COUNTRIES HAVE ALSO INDICATED 
THE POSSIBILITY OF CONTRIBUTING SOME PERSONNEL, BUT DETAILS 
ARE STILL BEING DISCUSSED. 



THE U.S. HAS NOT OFFERED TROOPS, BUT WE HAVE EXPRESSED OUR 
WILLINGNESS TO CONSIDER POSSIBLE SUPPORT IN OTHER AREAS, 
SUCH AS TRANSPORT AND EQUIPMENT. 
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
